VIOLATION OF FEDERAL REGULATIONS 


The Department of Agrieulture has evidence that on or about May 21, 2009 you or your organization committed 
the following violation of Federal Regulations: 

9 CFR, SECTION Failure to 

2.131 (b) (1) • Handle all animals as expeditiously and carefully as possible in a manner 

that does not cause trauma, overheating, excessive cooling, behavioral 
stress, physical harm, or unnecessary discomfort. 

(*An acquired tamandua was left housed overnight in its wooden shipping 
enclosure and was found to have escaped the next morning. The animal was not 
located.) 

2.75 (b) (1) • Make, keep and maintain records or forms which fully disclose 

information concerning animals other than dogs and cats, purchased or 
otherwise acquired, owned, held, leased, or otherwise in his or her 
possession or under his or her control, or which is transported, sold, 
euthanized, or otherwise disposed. The records shall include any offspring 
born of any animal while in his or her possession or under his or her 
control. 

(*Records were not available to document the acquisition of 3 sloths. 

**Records documenting the acquisition of a squirrel monkey, 2 tamanduas, and a 
kinkajou were dated incorrectly.) 

Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of this violation. Any further violation of these regulations may 
result in the assessment of a civil penalty or criminal prosecution.
